The Central’s. General Freight Agent 
Dropped Suddenly, 
ASKED FOR, 


No Explanation Given by His Su- 
perior Officials, 


‘WINBURN WILL BE HIS SUCCESSOR. 


The Major’s Friends Suggest That He Was 
Retired Because He Served the 
Richmond and Danville. 


Savannah, Ga. May 40.—(Special.)— 
Major George A. Whitehead serves his 
last day as general frieght agent of the 
Central railroad system tomorrow. On 
Wednesday he retires from the office he 
has held for the past twelve years. He 
will be succeeded by Mr. W. A. Winburn, 
an unknown factor in railroads here- 
abouts, who has been filling the position 
of chief clerk for Major Shellman, the 
Central's traffic manager. Major White- 
head's retirement is the surprise and sen- 
sation of the day. It came as unexpected- 
ly to him as it did to the general public. 

Last night he had no the slightest inti- 
mation tifat his services were not of the 
most satisfactory character, or that his 
relations with the company he has served 
so long would not continue for many more 
years. This morning he found awaiting 
him a note from Traffic Manager Shell- 
man. It was decidedly to the point, sim- 
ply asking for his resignation to take 
effect June ist, and informed him that 
Mr. Winburn would be appointed to the 
office on that date. Major Whitehead 
could merely express his surprise at this 
action of his superior official ‘when seen 
by The Constitution’s correspondent to- 
night. 

“No cause whatever was ascribed for 
this step,” said he, “and I do not know to 
what to ascribe it. There have been no 
complaints made to me of any inefficiency 
on my part, and the decision to remove 
me was evidently but recently arrived 
at. It has been but a few days since it 
was announced that Mr. Winburn was to 
become general passenger agent. I do 
not eure to criticise the action of the 
othér officials, but such short notice with- 
out any explanation, is certainly a some- 
what strange method of handling an 
official.” 

Traffic Manager Shellman and President 
Comer were not inclined to discuss -the 
forced resignation. The former said that 


Winburn, in his opinion, is a most comp® 


tent rate man. Major Whitehead’s résig- 
nation was asked for so summarily in 
order that Winburn may have time to 
accustom himself to the businesS ‘of the 
office before the fall traffic sets in. 
Major Whitehead’s salary continues until 
July. Wuinburn’s chief experience seems 
to have been as division freight and pas- 
senger agent of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville at Asheville. He went from the 
Richmond and Danville to the Central, 
and was dropped by the Danville when 
it took charge of the Central last year. 
He became Major Shellman’s chief clerk 
at Columbus a few months ago. Major 
Shellman brought him from that city to 
Savannah. 

The friends of Major Whitehead feel 
extremely sore over the manner in which 
he has been treated. He has been with 
the Central over twenty years. On June 
1, 1882, he was appointed general 
freight and passenger agent. Seven years 
later this office was divided, Major White- 
head retaining the general freight agency. 
Many assert that it is the intention of the 
present management to drop all officials 
who held over under the Richmond and 
Danville management; but Major Shell- 
man emphatically denies this. 

On Wednesday the office of superin- 
tendent of motive power will also be 
abolished and Mr. Gibbs, the present occt- 
pant, will also be out of the Central's 
employ. The .work of this office, it is 
said, will be divided among the superin- 


tendents and master mechanics. 


On the same day Superintendent Dan- 
iel Curran goes from Macon to Columbus, 
where division eadquarters will be re- 
established. Superintendent Epperson is 
transferred from Augusta to Macon, ang 
Trainmaster T. 8S. Morse, now at Macon, 
will succeed Epperson in Augusta. 

In a day or two the office of general 
passenger agent, vacated by the appoint- 
ment of Winburn to Whitehead’s place, 
will be filled. 

It is rumored again that Starr will be 
appointed superintendent and that other 
important changes are on the tapis, look- 
ing to economy and better service.

The Negro Knocked He Ont in the 
Tenth Round, 


AFTER SEVERELY PONISHING HUM. 


Details of the Great Prize Fight in 
London Yesterday, 


BETWEEN SLAVIN AND PETER JACKSON 


Slavin Made Powerful Lunges at Jackson, 
but He Received Stinging Blows 
Each Time. 


London, May 30.—Peter Jackson, the 
colored pugilist, whipped Jim Slavin in ten, 
rounds today. It was a complete knock 
out. Slavin was the favorite in the bet- 
ting at all sorts of odds, heavy amounts 
being up at five to two. 


It was ten minutes after 11 o'clock” 


hen Jackson and Slavin made their ap- 
pearance in the ring to begin the fight. 
The usual preliminaries occupied only a 
few minutes. 

In the first round Jackson led off with 
a light tap on Slavin’s body. Prolonge?® 
sparring then ensued. Slavin did not 


force the fighting at as great a rate as 
had been expected of him. Jacksofm, 
though he did not hit him with much 
force, kept his long left. arm constantly 
in Slavin’s face. Twice Slavin clinched 
and was ordered by the referee to break 
away. He then tried to land his right 
on Jackson, but the latter sprang away 
and the round ended very evenly. 

Second round—The instant time was 
called Slavin made a savage rush at his 
antagonist, as though he intended to anni- 
hilate him, but Jackson always had his 
long left arm in Slavin’s face. Three 
times Slavin rushed to close quarters, 
with the same futile result. Jackson then 
forced the fighting and drove his left and 
right in quick succession in Slavin’s body. 
Slavin appeared to be tiring as the round 
closed. 

Third round—The round opened amid 
intense excitement’ Jackson kept prod- 
ding Slavin in the mouth and left eye 
and the eye began to show signs of clos- 
ing. Slavin kept rushing in, but try as he 
would he always failed to land his dan- 
gerous right on his antagonist. In the 
last minute of the round, a splendid rally 
occurred when Slavin hit harder and 
Jackson struck more frequently. Both 
were hard at work when time was called. 
Many bets were won and lost at this 
stage of ge: contest as many wagers had 
been made that the fight would not last 
three rounds. ws 

Fourth round—<After the call of time 
Slavin was the first to get to work. Jack- 
son seemed to have already taken his 
rival’s measure. Every time Slavin rush- 
ed in he met the negro’s left, Jackson 
having a shade best of the exchange. 

Fifth round—Both men started in and 
fought the round at a terrific pace, each 
doing his utmost to win. 

‘Sixth round—Slavin worked Jackson 
into a corner and landed two heavy blows 
on his ribs. The negro jumped out and 
landed a swinging left and right on 
Slavin’s head. 

Seventh round—Jackson, time after 
time, banged his left in Slavin’s face and 
before the round was half over Slavin’s 
left eye was nearly closed. 

Eighth round—Jackson was now svweat- 
ing freely, but he seemed to be fresher 
than his opponent. Jackson again bang- 
ed away .-at Slavin for all he was worth, 
and had the best of the round at the 
finish, odds of six to four being laid on 
him at the close. 

Ninth round—Slavin made a grand ef- 
fort to keep on equal terms with Jack- 
son, but received several more stinging 
left hand blows on the mouth and eye. 
Jackson was shooting his right with great 
effect and had the best of the mill, when 
the two men were ordered to their cor- 
ners. 

Tenth round—Slavin came up very 
game, but he was weaker than he looked. 
After a few exchanges, Jackson landed 
a swinging right hander along on Slavin 
throat, sending him against the ropes. 
Before Jackson was able to recover, Jack- 
son was on him with both hands. Slavin 
became dazed from the effects of this 
terrible punishment. The negro fought 
him all around the ring and succeeded 
in knocking him out ‘in the first two min- 
utes of the round. 

Jackson was then declared the victor 
amid terrific cheering. Jackson tipped 
the scales at 196 and Slavin at 185 
pounds. Jackson’s seconds were “Par- 
son” Davies, Joe Choynski and Jem 
Young. Slavin’s seconds were his broth- 
er, Jack, Tom Williams and Tom Bur- 
rows. Mr. Angle was referee. All ar- 
rangements for the fight were admirable 
and the contest was the finest seen in a 
long time.

A POOR MELON GROP. 


Growers in Mitchell County Say That Dry 
Weather Has Hurt the Melons. 


Camilla, Ga., May 80.—(Sperial.)—By 
melon growers who know, it is conceded that 
the melon crop is the poorest ever known 
in this section, and that the crop will be 
unusually late and the fruit scarce. 

The vines, on account of the continued 
dry weather, are small, and, while some 
have an overproduction of small fruit, 
others have failed to fruit at all. Those 
vines having a large number of melons are 
insufficient, on account of their size, to 
mature melons weighing anything like those 
usually shipped from this point. 

Yesterday, in conversation with four 
prominent growers of this county,. the 
question was asked: “How many melons 
can you ship on the 10th of June?’ One, 
who had forty acres, thought that he could 
get two hundred; another, who had twenty 
acres, thought that if he shipped one on the 
1th he would do well; the third who spoke 
had no fruit which promised anything for 
the 10th; the fourth had no fruit on his 
vines above the size of an egg. 

The general crop prospect is not good. 
Corn and cotton can stand the dry weather 
for some days yet, but, if rain does not 
come soon, the entire truck crop wifl be 
badly injured.

The Vital Issue.

Safety for the banknote circulation was 
secured by making the notes a first lien 
on the assets and a first lien on the double 
liability of share holders, and by requir- 
ing every bank to deposit with the minis- 
ter of finance, for an insurance fund, 5 
per cent of its average circulation for the 
preceding year, to be held to pay the 
notes of insolvent banks, the government 
paying on these deposits 3 per cent per 
annum. As a further security all the 
banks. may be assessed if necessary 1 
per cent per annum on their average cir- 
culation to pay the notes of insolvent 
banks in case the insurance fund should 
be exhausted. These provisions certainly 
made the issues of Canadian banks safe. 
Practically the associated credit of all 
the banks was intrenched behind each 
note. 

As to convertibility, the law requires 
the banks to provide for the redemption 
of their notes in cities in different parts 
of the country, from Halifax to Victoria. 
This kept the circulation at par every- 
where. Today the notes of the Bank of 
Nova Scotia in Halifax are accepted at 
par in British Columbia and the notes of 
banks in British Columbia pass current in 
the eastern provinces. 

The law works equally veell in the third 
particular, elasticity. Mr. Wilkie says 
the normal note circulation of Canada 1¢ 
$32,000,000 and the normal expansion in 
the harvest season is $7,000,000 or 23 
per cent, The need for expansion of the 
circulation during the period when crops 
are moving is so well recognized in Can- 
ada that the bankers were practically 
unanimous for it. The sequel shows their 
wisdom. “So successfully has the system 
worked that during the movement of 
crops in the autumn of 1891, with calts 
from all parts of the dominion for money 
and more money, the Canadian banks 
were not only able to supply all legitimate 
demands without advancing the rate of 
interest by a fraction ‘of 1 per cent, Dut 
were able also to increase the net foreign 
balances to their credit in Great Britain 
and the United States from $19,000,000 
in August to $23,000,000 in December, 
and in addition, to lend very large 
amounts to the grain dealers of Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis, Duluth and other 
western grain centers.” 

The president of the Winnipeg board of 
trade says that upwards of $3,000,000 
was borrowed from Canadian financial 
institutions in 1891 by grain dealers in 
Minnesota and Dakota to help move the 
crops in those states. 

The Canadian system furnishes an 
object lesson for the United States. 


A Needed Crusade. 


Our New England brethren have a very 
elastic standard of morality. When they 
apply it to southern affairs it is very nar- 
row and very rigid, but when they use 
it at home it is very wide and all the 
time expanding. 

A few months ago northern sentiment 
was worked up to a fine frenzy of virtu- 
ous indignation over the lottery evil. The 
lottery chanced to be in the south—in 
Louisiana. It was supposed that the con- 
cern attracted numerous dollars from 
patrons in the north, So the good people 
up that way flew into a rage over this 
iniquitous wheel of fortune. Their 
preachers, newspapers, statesmen and 
business men joined in the outcry, and 
urged the federal government to enforce 
the anti-lottery law strictly. When the 
issue was before the people of Louisiana 
mass meetings were held in Boston to 
encourage the anti-lottery men. 

Well, the northern agitators had it all 
their own way in this instance, as in other 
instances when they have held mass meet- 
ings in Chickering hall and in Faneuil 
hall to attend to the business of their 
southern neighbors. 

A few people down here in Dixie 
thought that possibly a wave of morality 
was sweeping over the north, and that 
gambling had received its death blow. 
They are mistaken. After the lottery 
was smashed, an anti-option bill was 
introduced in congress by .ur. Hatch. The 
object of the bill is simply to stop gam- 
bling in the exchanges and boards of 
trade. It purposes to restore the traftic 
in cotton and other agricultural products 
to its legitimate basis, by preventing 
gamblers from buying and selling millions 
of bales which will never be delivered, 
thus manipulating the markets to the 
injury of the producing classes. It is 
so framed that it will not interfere with 
accual’ business—with the men who are 
really buying and selling cotton—but it 
will stop the gamblers who are trying to 
get something for iothing, drawing capi- 
tal into their game of chance, and leaving 
the agricultural classes powerless to take 
care of their interests when the markets 
have been fixed up by the gamblers. 

When it was known that such a Dill 
was pending, the farmers of the west and 
south took it for granted that the north- 
ern enemies of the lottery would favor 
an anti-option law. But there will be no 
help from that source. This gambling in 
options and futures is infinitely more 
daagerous and destructive than the soli- 
tary lottery in Louisiana. It reaches out 
and directly and indirectly hurts hun- 
dreds of thousands of honest people who 
never gambled in their lives. Yet north- 
ern public senument sustains it. The 
business pays. It 1s the favorite occupa- 
tion of Wall street, and all the plutocrats 
and well-to-do classes, and all the organs 
controlled by Wall street are denouncing 
the Hatch bill. 

The other day The New York Times 
opposed the bill, and now The World 
speaks out against it, and appeals to dem- 
ocratic congressmen to yote it down. The 
course of these two newspapers is incon- 
sistent and dishonest. They joined in 
the movement to suppress the Lowsiana 
lottery, and yet they are the rampant 
defenders of gambling in Wall street— 
gambling in future crops—gambling in 
the toil and tears and poverty of the 
helpless farmers of the land! — 

If this shameless corruption can be 


checked in no other way, perhaps the peo- | 


ple of the south and west had better

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sorbs the money of its voluntary custo- 


mers, and spends millions of its revenues | 


for the public good, the option and future 
gambling business is able, when there is 
not a bale of cotton in the market, to beat 
down prices to an extent that will drive 
ue southern farmers to the verge of 
starvation! 

The farmers are losing patience. They 
are not willing to be forced into poverty 
and serfdom by these speculative gam- 
blers of the exchanges who fix the price 
of their crops by selling millions of dol 
lars worth of products not in existence. 
And there are milliqns of honest people 
everywhere who side with the farmers 
and demand the Hatch bill or a similar 
measure. 

We do not expect to reach the Wall 
street organs, but looking beyond them 
to the mass of the northern people, we 
ask this question: Now, that you have 
smashed the gambling machine in_ the 
south which drew hundreds of thousands 
of dollars from the north, will you not 
complete your work by smashing the gam- 
bling machine in the north which draws 
millions of dollars from the south? Hav- 
ing destroyed the little monster at a dis- 
tance, will you not destroy the big mon- 
ster in your midst which is debauching 
your conscience, and turning your people 
into a community of gamblers?

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 


Of Albion W. Tourgee, who is trying to 
organize a new sectional cruszde against the 
south, the Richmond ‘limes says: 

“It was not always that fortune favored 
with an opportunity of fixing their thieveries 
on these villains, but she gave as complete 
proof in Tourgee’s case. One of the carpet- 
bagger and scalawag schemes to rob the state 
of millions was completely uncovered when 
North Carolina's own people came to control 
their state government, and all the testimony 
can be seen in document No. 11, of the ses- 
sion of the North Carolina legislature for the 
session of 1871-72, the document being called 
the ‘Report of the Fraud Commission.’ We 
then see that while Tourgee was circuit judge 
the parties conspiring to rob North Carolina 
paid him about four thousand dollars to aid 
them in lobbying their scheme through North 
Carolina’s carpet-bagger legislature.

The Opening Day Wasa Grand Success. 
Speeches by Messrs. Beck, Rich- 
ardson, Fleming and Glenn. 


Indian Springs, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)— 
The heavens were all asmile upon the 
Southern Traverels’ Association con- 
vention today and these mighty 
forests have been ringing with 
the mingled music of nature’s own 
songsters, and of the happy warblings of 
that merriest of all merry creatures, the 
Georgia drummer.

National Cemetery at Mariette 
Thronged with People Gerland- 
ing tho Graves. 


Macon, Ga., May 30.—(Special.)—Ander- 
sonville, historic and beautiful, was 
crowded today, not less than 7,000 people 
being on the The train left 
Macon_this morning at 7:30 o'clock with 
three cars and baggage car loaded, with 
festoons and flowers attached. Ladies 
from nearly every state in the union were 
aboard. Here it might be well to point 
to the somewhat singular fact that among 
the visitors to Andersonville today were 
three members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, who had been prisoners of war 
at Andersonville, And were all three 
released at the same time in 1864. 

Qn the arrival of the train at: Ander- 
sonville it was announced that the exer 
cises would not commence until half-past 
12 o'clock, owing to the absence of tiie 
Hon. John Temple Graves, who was the 
orator of the day. The interval was 
spent in visits to the old stockade and 
a@ stroll through the cemetery. 

At 12:30 o’clock a telegram was receiv- 
ed from Mr, Graves, stating that 
the engine on the Southwestern train had 
broken down and was delayed. The ex- 
ercises commenced with the reading of 
the ritual of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, the decoration of the 13,000 graves 
and the firing of a salute over the grave 
of the late superintendent of the cemetery 
who is buried under the flagsta‘ff. 

The E. 8S. Jones post, or Macon, march- 
ed to the rostrum and Mr. Harry Burns, 
assistant adjutant general of the state, 
was introduced and delivered an eloquent 
and touching address appropriate to the 
occasion. It was a grand effort, especially 
as Mr. Burns had been taken entirely by 
surprise. Mr. Burns was followed by 
Mr. W. H. Shatzman, of Macon, who 
spoke, full of feeling, for there at his feet 
his brother lay, and for fifteen consecu- 
tive years the same hand has decorated 
that grave, and this year, for the first 
time, the aged mother accompanied her 
son to the resting place of her soldier

The professions are 
barred against him; the avenues of trade 
are blocked, politics has no promise and so- 
clety no welcome. Whip by circum- 
stances, trodden under foot by iron and in- 
eradicable prejudices, he loo through a 
slave’s eyes at the barriers which imprison 
his advancement forever within the progress 
and the achievements of the dominant and 
superior race.

HE 18 CHASED BY THE SHERIFF, 


And Then a Mob Tries to Form to Do 
the Negro, but He Was Saved 
and Lodged in Jail, 


An Atlanta negro’s neck was in danger 
last night in Marietta. 

And it may have been stretched just be- 
fore day this moring. 

Lovic Drummond, a well-known brick 
layer, who went up to the decoration of the 
federal graves yesterday, whether dead or 
alive just now, won't come back to his 
home today. 

With him on his pilgrimage to the resting 
places of the federal soldiers the negro car- 
ried an abundant supply of I’ yuor. Of that 
liquor he drank freely and when well under 
the influence of it used his knife upon Dr. 


Gober and Mr. Charles Bradley, two of 
Marietta’s best citizens, inflicting wounds 
which may have caused the death of one 
of the two, Mr. Bradley, by this time. 

It seems from what can be gathered at 
Marietta that Drummond, another * negro 
man and two negre girls were walking down 
a street as Dr. Gober approached. He had 
been to his dinner and was returning to hig 
office. The negroes were taking up the 
larger part of the sidewalk and as Dr. 
Gober tried to pass, Drummond ran into 
him and knocked him off the sidewalk. 

The negroes laughed and with an oath 
Drummond said: 

“If you don’t want to be run against get 
off the sidewalk.” 

“I have divided the sidewalk with you,” 
Dr. Gober replied angrily. 

The negro made some reply and the doc- 
tor struck him with an umbrella. 

Drummond jerked out a knife and cut 
at Dr. Gober. 

Charlies Stephens, who was inside a 
store, run out and tried to get between 
Drummond and Dr, Gober to prevent the 
latter from being stabbed. 

Drummond cut at Stephens but the latter 
jumped out of the way. Dr. Gober ran 
into the store, picked up two iron weights 
and returning threw both at the negro. 
One of them struck him but did not hurt him 
much, 

‘Stephens ran off to the market to get 
his shotgun. 

.Dr. Gober being unarmed started up the 
street and Drummond pursued him, bent 
on killing him. : 

Charles M. Bradley, who lives near 
Roswell, saw the two running up and step- 
ped up to intercept. the negro. 

Drummond had his knife in his hand. 

Dr. Gober dodged around Bradley and 
Drummond in trying to stab the doctor 
cut Bradley on the left shoulder, inflicting 
a deep and ugly wound. 

Charley Manning grabbed a plow and 
started to the doctor’s rescue but before 
he could get near Drummond had cut the 
doctor on. the neck and back. Dr. Gober 
grappled with Drummond and _ wrested 
the knife from him. Being disarmed and 
covered with blood from the wounds of 
his victims, the negro turned and fled. 

Bradley was taken into Clay Bros.’ store 
and Dr. Gober into the store of Manning 
Bros. 

The sheriff summoned a posse and start- 
ed in pursuit of the fugitive who had a 
good start. But a mile from town he was 
overtaken and arrested in Mrs. VPage’s 
woods. He would not give his name or 
even say where he was from. When he 
was brought back to town he was identi- 
fied by his friends, Drummond was lodged 
in jail at once. 

It was quickly ascertained that both Mr. 
Bradley and Dr. Gober had been seriously 
hurt, and the people of Marietta became 
highly indignant. It wasn’t long before 
talk of lynching was freely indulged in, 
and, in less time than it took to start it, a 
crowd was ready to do the work. 

The telegraph wire and the telephone 
wire brought the story to Atlanta, and the 
trouble was freely discussed. 

All the evening Atlanta was calling for 
Marietta. 

About 10 o’clock the electric lights went 
out, and then it was thought that the jail 
wauld be assaulted. The sheriff, who had 
been kept posted as to the rumors, had a 
guard around the jail, but, if the latest ad- 
vices are to be believed, no conflict oc- 
curred. They were out for nearly two 
hours, and when they came back Marietta 
was quiet and smooth, so the telephone 
wires said. Every response to inquiries as- 
serted that the negro was still in jail, and 
that no attempt would be made to molest 
him 


In Atlanta there was almost as much ex- 
citement as in Marietta. 

No trains went out after the rumors came 
in and a wild, excited crowd gathered in the 
Western and Atlantic freight yards, wait- 
ing for an opportunity to catch on to an 
outgoing freight train. | 

At 12:05 a freight train left the city and 
a number of young fellows found places in 
empty cars and on coal cars. A great many 
were unable to find places on the train on 
account of the diligence of the traim crew. 

It was said that there were some Win- 
chesters in the crowd, but if there were 
any the young men kept them in the back- 
ground. They were all well heeled. It was 
not until after the departure of the train 
at 12:05 o’clock this morning that the 
crowd dispersed. | 

The matter was reported to police head- 
quarters and Captain Moss went up to the 
yards and investigated it, but the crowd 
had about broken up when he arrived. 

It was rumored also that an attempt 
would be made to wreck the outgoing freight 
by negroes, friends of the negro Drummond.

THAT'S WHAT WAS _DIOUSSED 


Before the Finance Committee Yesterday 
Afternoon-—The Line of Pipe Out 
to the River. 


That Austell darth at the corner of 
Edgewood avenue and Pryor street, is tak- 
ing a fresh lease upon life. 

Some two years ago the East Atlanta 
Land Company presented the city council 
with a map showing that Edgewood ave- 
nue was one of the longest straight streets 
in the city from Pryor street east. 

But the harmony of that map was de- 
stroyed by the prominent manner in which 
the corner of the Austell building was 
made to trespass upon the street. 

There was a marginal entry upon the 
inap and that entry went this way. 

“If the city mould buy about sixteen feet 
of that buidling on Pryor .street running 
back to a straight line where it would cut 
the building on Exchange place that would 
make Edgewood avenue a uniform width 
all the way through and greatly beautify 
the prettiest avenue in the city,” 

As they studied that map the members 
of the council read the marginal note and 
before the year was out a resolution was 
adopted providing that the city 
have that portion of the 
building condemned, pay for ft, tear 
down that portion of the building and use 
the ground for street purpeses. While 
the discussion, which lead to that conclu- 
sion, was going on Mr. Joel Hurt assured 
the members of the finance committee and 
the.general council that if the city did not 
have the money with which to pay ie con- 
demnation he would furnish it provided 
it was paid back within the year. 

The members of the council seemed to 
think that the value of property all around 
would be enhanced and believing Mr. Hurt’s 
proposition to be a good one accepted it. 
Then assessors were appointed to give the 
triangular strip of land a vaule. Whien 
that board representing alike the city and 
the Austell estate, with a mutually _ se- 
lected umpire made an inspection a value 
of about six thousand dollars was given 
the strip of land. , 

But one of the board would not sign 
that valuation and submitted a dissent- 
ing report. 


That member of the board was Mr. W. | 
J. Tanner, who declared that the strip of | 


land was worth $20,000. 

The great difference between the two 
written reports made the council hesitate. 
Then the matter was carried into the courts 
and the judicial element of Fulton was 
asked to decide the vaule of the strip of 
land. Since that time the city attorneys 
have secured iegslation whereby special 
kinds of legislation, to which the city is a 
party, can be advanced on the court cal- 
endar. That act would enable the city to 
call the case up at once and Mr. Hurt yes- 
terday asked the finance committee to do 


so. 

“But where will we get the money with 
which to pay the condemnation?’ asked 
Mr. Sawtell. 

“You know as much about it as I do,” 
replied Mr, Rice, chairman of the finance 
committee, with a very knowing sling of 
the shoulders. 

“Well, for one,” said Mr. Shropshire, ‘I’m 
opposed to making any bill we can’t pay.” 

“So am I,” remarked Mr. Turner. 

There was a short silence and then Mr. 
Turner asked: | 

“Well, what will we do? What are we 
here for?”

BUT MR! JOEL HURT WON'T GIVE ’EM, 


An Interesting Controversy. Over the 
Washington and Oapitol Ave- 
Lines—The W ork!Projected. 


Washington street residents from Trinity 
avenue to old Jones street want electric 
cars every fifteen minutes. .. . 

But President Joel Hurt, of the Consoli- 
dated, says they can’t have ’em. 

So the general council has been called 
upon tg kill the mule that pulls the car over 
that portion of the beautifully shaded street 
which wears the wame of the historic 
cherry tree cutter. 

The council, however, seems slow about 
naming that mule killing day. 

A long time ago, electrically measured, 
the Consolidated company asked the gen- 
eral council for permission to electrically 
equip the Alabama and Washington streets 
and Capitol avenue line. With the peti- 
tion, however, was a request to change 
the route somewhat. 

When the Georgia mule began pulling 

street cars through that section of the city 
sole twenty-seven years ago, he began his 
slow trot at Whitehall and quickly learned 
every inch of the ground along Alabama, 
Loyd, Waverly and Washington to old 
Jones street, near Woodward avenue, over 
which he galloped to Capitol avenue. So. 
long had the mule trotted that route that 
the people on those thoroughfares began 
to think that he was their's. 
. From mule power to greased lightning 
is a big change and when Mr. Hurt started 
the change he decided to leave Washington 
street at Trinity avenue—old Peters—aud to 
reach Capito] avenue in that way. That 
would of course leave Washington from 
old Peters to Jones and Jones from Wash- 
ington te Capitol avenue without a car— 
something which they had been enjoying 
for nearly a quarter of a century.

Then Mr. Hurt, whose _ reservoir of 
thought and design appears inexhaustable, 
began studying. Finally he proposed — to 
retain the old line and equip it with elec- 
tricity and to build the new line, too. 

“We will run the cars out Washington 
street,” said Mr. Hurt-to the committee, 
“over the same route the mules travel 
now. Then as we come in’ from the other 
end we will come down Capitol avenue 
by Woodward avenue to Trinity or old Pe- 
ters. Then we'll come up Trinity to Wash- 
ington, and back into the city. 

‘The electrical. committee thought Mr. 
Hurt had solved the question, and made a 
favorable report to the council, and the 
council adopted the report. 

That was last year, and Mr. Middle- 
brooks, Mr. Hendrix and Mr. Hulsey were 
then the electrical committee. 

Since that time Mr. Hurt has made the 
necessary outlay of money, and has begun 
making the change. But the whole maiter 
is now back before the general council, and’ 
it may become a long war. 
_ It seems that the residents along Wash- 
ington street, between Trinity and Jones, 
have been figuring on the frequency of. cars 
over that portion of the street, and have 
ascertained that they will be thirty minutes 
apart. That's too slow for them, and, 
recently, they petitioned the council for 
the adoption of a law. requiring the Con- 
solidated to give them fifteen-minute cars. 
The petiton, of course, went to the electric 
light committee, composed of Mr. Turner, 
Mr. Murphey and Sir. Stephens, and that 
committee met yesterday afternoon to hear 
from the pgrties interested in the contpo- 
versy.' Besides Mr. Tarner and Mr. Mur- 

hey, of the committee; Mr. Rice and Mr. 

wtell, of the corncil; City Attorney 
Goodwin and Assistant City Attorney Ap- 
derson, Judge W. R. Hammond, Mr. J. G.

Mr. Hurt recounted what had been done 
last year, and declared that his company 
would not have made the outlay of money 
had it been known that trouble would arise. 

“We will have a fifteen-minute schedule,” 
said’ he, “‘on the line, but it won’t pass that 
portion of the street these gentlemen repre- 
sent but every thirty minutes. The cars 
will go out the street every fifteen minutes 
one way, and come back every fifteen min- 
utes the other way. That’s the best we 


can do.” , 

Jud Hillyer, who has been walking 
from his home to the car on Washington 
street, one block, for twenty yenrs,’ had 
been cultivating ‘a happy smile since the 
line was projected by his house. But that 
smile took on a tinge of sadness when he 
observed that the rapidity of cars on Wash- 
ington street was liable to rob him of even 
an occasional car. The judge, when Mr. 
Hurt said he could not give Washington 
street a fifteen-minute schédule and use 
Trinity too, protested. : 

Mr. Oglesby asserted that the residents 
who were petitioning had a mule car every 
fifteen minutes, and that they were certain- 
ly entitled to as much when electricity was 
put on. Mr. Oglesby declared that no one 
objected, to Trinity avenue having a car, 
or as many as the road gave them; but he 
felt sure that Washington street and Woed- 
ward avenue should have at least the 
fifteen-minute schedule which they have’ al- 
ways had. Mr. Oglesby denied that the 
people along the street have ever consented 
to the arrangement, knowing that’ they 
would.be served with a half-hopr schedule. 
The gentleman made out an excellent, 
strong case from his standpoint. 

Mr. Hurt declared that the road could 
not do more than he proposed. 

‘We'll have to leave you the mules,”’ said 
he. “Will that suit you?’ 

Judge Hammond answered that it. would. 

“No,” said Mr. Oglesby and Mr. Martin 
in a breath. : 

“Give us the street,” said Judge Ham- 
mond, “and we'll build our own road.” 

“I’m not here,” replied Mr. Hurt, “to 
give up any of my rights.” 

“¥ don’t think Mr. Hurt,” said Mr. Dodd, 
“should put us under the punishment of 
those short-tail, bobtail, blind mules, when 
he gives other parts of the town cars that 
go ewiening Oy. ° 

Colonel N. J. Hammond argued for Mr. 
Hurt, and the committee took the matter 
under consideration.

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The Chattanooga Southern Has Gone 
Beyond Redemption, 


AND WILL BE AUCTIONED AT OUTCRY, 


A Well-Known Factory Also in Pretty 
Deep Water—W hat Was Done at 
the United States Court. 


The Chattanooga Southern railroad is to 
be sold before the courthouse door in At- 
lanta at public outcry. 

This was decreed by the United States 
court here yesterday, and a very important 
case is thus terminated. 

The case is that of the Central Trust 
Company, of New York, and Elias Sum- 
merfield vs. the Chattanooga Southern rail- 
road. 

A decree was taken yesterday to sell the 
railway with all its belongings. The road 
has been in the hands of a receiver for 
some time. It had given a mortgage and 
deed of trust to the Central Trust Com- 
pany, as trustee, for the sum of $1,440,000 
principal, the same being a series of bonds 
issued by the railway company. 

The decree of the court stipulates that 
the road shall be sold before the courthouse 
door, in Atlanta, by General Joseph W. 
Burke, who is appointed as special com- 
nissioner to conduct the sale of the prop- 
erty. 

General Burke lives in Alabama, and has 
been reveiver of the road since it became 
entangled in the courts. 

‘This will be a notable sale, and one that 
will invite the careful notice of capitalists. 
The Chattanooga Southern is a well-known 
railroad in this part of the southern states. 

A Factory in Trouble. 


A final decree was made yesterday in the 
case of J. J. Robinson, trustee, vs. the Ala- 
bama and Georgia Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 

The decree is for the complainant, and is 
for $65,000 principal, with interest and cost. 
lt comes about with’ the foreclosure of 
mortgage bonds, and the decree provides 
that the several sums of money recovered 
be paid on or before July 1, 1892. 

In ease of default, the decree further 
provides that A. E. Buck, marshal, shall 
proceed to sell, at public outery, on the 
first Tuesday in September, 18 2, before 
the courthouse door, in Atlanta, the fac- 
tory, machinery and all improvements in 
Harris coanty, together with the land near 
West Point, Ga. 

This factory is a well-known and largely 
patronized industry. It has always done a 
driving business. 

A Blind Tiger Caught. 


The only business that turned up in the 
office of the United States marshal yester- 
day was the capture and trial of Bud 
Knight, who has been charged with selling 
whisky without license at “Tight Squeeze,” 
on Peachtree extension. 

The blind tiger was taken to court and 
tried, and was bound over. The officers 
are making a desperate effort to keep down 
these blind tigers that are covered in their 
dens on the suburbs of Atlanta defiant of 
the law.
